A regular meeting of the City

The Hospital Board wrote advising 
Council that the Department of Health 
has extended permission to continue 
the operation of the Wetaskiwin hos- 
pital until October 31st. A motion 
was then passed that the agreement 
with the Hospital Board be continued 
until that date. 

C. H. Russell, solicitor, gave his 
opinion respecting the payment of the 
dray license by outside companies do- 
ing business in the city. It was 
agreed that outside trucks be charged 
a license fee of $15.00. — 

Mrs. Thea Vold was granted build- 
ing permit to enlarge residence. 

The matter of the collection of all 
arrears of taxes was left with the 
Finance Committee for action. 

Accounts to the amount of $714.79 
were passed for payment. 

The Finance Committee submitted 
@ report suggesting the rate of, as- 
sessed value for farm lands within 
the city. After a short discussion the 
suggested values were approved by 
Council. 

Permission was granted Chief of 
Police MclIlhargey to take a few 
days’ vacation, and the matter was 
left with the Police Committee to 
make arrangements. 

The Police Committee was author- 
ized to purchase a new uniform for 
the Chief of Police. 

The Public Works Committee sub- 
mitted a report on several matters 
they are looking after. 

Several questions respecting the 
water and sewer connections to the 
new hospital were decided. 

The Public Works Committee was 
instructed to repair sidewalks on 
Pearce Street west. 

“Ténwas” reported “that * $166:75°° 
been paid for cutting weéds, and that 
the four men doing the work have 
been discharged. 

Bylaw No. 735 authorizing the Coun- 
cil to borrow up to $25,000 from the 
Bank of Montreal to be expended for 
the erection of new hospital bulding 
was read three times and passed. 

Byaws No. 734, 736, 737 and 738 re- 
specting the sale of property to Wm. 
Ketchin, Geo. Lust, Geo. W. Braglien 
and Mrs. Effie M. Wagar were read 
three times and finally passed. 


A lengthy letter from the Provin- 
cial Land Settlement committee re the 
placing of unemployed on farms in 
colonies was read and filed. 

Ald. French brought up the ques- 
tion of a grant to the Wetaskiwin 
Legion to assist in erecting an ap- 
propriate nronument, and after delib- 
eration a grant of $350 was voted. 

The Lands Committee reported that 
J. H. Knowlan had been engaged as 
caretaker of the: auto camp for two 
months at $10 a month. , 

Meeting adjourned.

In the early hours of Thursday last,

The burn that the falsely benevo- 
lent summer. sun gives us 1s the 
equivalent of a first or second class 
degree burn such as might be caused 
by a hot iron or scalding water. And 
the effect of a severe sunburn is com- 
parable to the effect of either of 
these two. 

As in the treatment of such burns, 
any oily substance placed in direct 
contact with the skin will soothe and 
heal the soreness. If the severity of 
the burn demands bandages, it is well 
to wrap lightly powdered bandages 
loosey around the tender spot, as 
tight wrappings may tend to make a 
swollen condition intolerable. 

So beware when you set yourseif 
to get that healthy coat of tan. See 
to it that you expose yourself to the 
full rays of the sun for no more than 
a half an hour at a time until the 
first coat of red has turned brown. 
Then lengthen your periods of expo- 
sure discreetly. You will not be dis- 
satisfied with the result, and, what 
is more, you will have no painful 
hours of remorse for your careless- 
ness. 


PROFITABLE ADVERTISING 


Many companies have maintained 
and even increased their earnings by 
consistent newspaper advertising, the 
American Newspaper Publishers’ as- 
sociation said Sunday in announcing 
the results of a survey by its bureau 
of advertising 


One automobile concern which  in- 
creased its newspaper (budget 33 per 
cent., the bureau) announced, show- 
ed a 40 per cent increase in earnings 
during 1931. A manufacturer of 
electric refrigerators spent $200,000 
last year in newspaper space, and dol- 
lar sales for the year were 460 per 
cent of sales in 1930. 


Of four leading tobacco manufac- 
turers who increased newspaper 
space in 1931, three showed an _ in- 
crease in earnings and one a slight 
decline from the high net of a year 
preceding. Aggregate expenditures 
of these four companies in newspaper 
advertising were increased from $20,- 
000,000 in 1930 to $26,000,000 in 1931, 
and aggregate earnings § increased 
from $105,200,00 to $11,300,000.

WEST CROP PROSPECTS 
CONTINUE TO IMPROVE 


Winnipeg, July 16—With wheat all 
but headed out in Manitoba and 
Southern Saskatchewan, an early har- 
vest in those areas is in prospect, ac- 
cording to the periodical crop report 
of the Winnipeg Free Press, publish- 
ed Saturday. Crop conditions con- 
tinue favorable, the report says, and 
the situation is now better than at 
the same time of the last report, June 
25. 

The moisture supply ha§ beue- 
fitted by recent rains and with the 
exception of a part of Central Sas- 
katchewan and a few other small 

areas moisture conditions are fair 
to good. Bright dry weather is 
needed in Northern Saskatchewan 


and .most of Alberta to speed the 
@ crop - to: maturity, and- harvest in 
‘those. dist fot. WU ghe-lat Febout. ithe} 


usual time. 

Damage from hail hag been ex- 
perienced in parts of Saskatchewan 
and a few localities in Manitoba. 
Grasshoppers continue a menace 
in Central Manitoba and in a few 
places in the other provinces.  Al- 
though occasional points have had 
frost, damage has been, negligible. 

Practically all the “i eat in Mani- 
toba and Southern Saskatchewan is 
headed. In other parts of Saskat- 
chewan about 70 to 75 per cent is 
headed, and in Alberta the average 
runs to about the same percentage. 


A tendency of the grains to lodge 
is noted'in parts of Alberta where 
heavy rains have led to rank 
growth. 

Coarse grain crops in all three 
provinces vary from fair to good, 
although in Southern Saskatchewan 


a somewhat uneven stand is 
irregular rainfall. 
CONEY ISLAND 

FIRE DAMAGE $3,000,000

New York, July 14.—The heart of 
Coney Island is a $3,000,000 ash_ pile 
on Thursday morning, but the bands 
play on. Fire that started in rubbish 
under the board walk swept three 
square blocks of the resort late Wed- 
nesday. 

While a carousel sent its monoton- 
ous music piping down through 
rolling waves of smoke, the fire, 
fanned by a fresh breeze off the 
ocean, destroyed: 50 bungalows and 
houses. six bath houses and_ bathing 
pavilions; 200 parked automobiles; 
the pergola; the “Streets of Bagdad” 
(an amusement palace); a small 
apartment building; five blocks of the 
board walk and most of the buildings 
fronting on that section of the two- 
mile promenade. 

Many thousands were made home- 
less. A least 5,000 bathers among the 
25,000 in the surf at the time lost their 
clothes and personal possessions. 


16.2 PER CENT MISSISSIPPI 
FARM AREA SOLD FOR TAXES 


In the state of Mississipi recently, 
39,699 farms were auctioned off for 
nonpayment of taxes in one day. They 
represented 16.2 per cent of the agri- 
cultural acreage of that remarkably 
fertile state. At the same time, 12 
per cent of the city property of Mis- 
sissippi was forfeited for nonpayment 
of 1921 taxes. Eighty-two sheriffs act- 
ed as auctioneers.

Edmonton, July 19.—Hon. Vernor 
Smith, 68-year-old Minister of Rail- 
ways and Telephones in the Alberta 
Government, dropped dead today in 
front of his home here at 6:30 p.m. 
He was leaving his residence here for 
a fortnight holiday when he succum- 
bed to a fatal heart attack. 

Carrying an armful of implements 
for his summer home at Pigeon Lake, 
Mr. Smith was within a yard of his 
automobile when stricken. A doctor 
was called immediately by a neigh- 
bor but the minister died in a few 
minutes. He had suffered angina pee- 
toris for some years and the doctor 
declared excitement, cuused by haste 
in his departure for his summer 
home, caused a stroke. 

Vernor Winfield Smith’s death con- 
cludes 11 years of active participation 
in Alberta politics for, before the 
coming of the Brownlee government, 


he was Minister of Railways and 
Telephones under Herbert reen- 
field. 

A native of Prince Edward Island, 


ary 17, 1864, he.became identified 
with Alberta politics in 1921 when, at 
the general election, he won a seat in 
the Legislature as representative of 
Camrose. He was appointed Minister 
of Railways and Telephones on Aug: 
ust 13, 1921. 

Premier J. E. Brownlee disclosed 
Tuesday evening that Mr. Smith had 
already been asked to accept the port- 
folio of provincial secretary and min- 
ister of industries a short time be 
fore his sudden death. 

He ‘was. well-known in railroad 
circles in Western Canada, being 
for some years connected with large 
contracting firms in the West.

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Great interest prevails all over Can- 
ada as to the effect on the trade of 
the country, as a result of the delib- 
eration of the Economic Conference, 
so soon to meetin Ottawa. While 
much could be accomplished for the 
betterment of trade, there is a tend- 
ency toward pessimisin, particularly 
in the west, and everybody is adopt- 
ing a wait-and-see attitude. 

In view of the importance of the 
conference it is interesting to read 
the statement of Lord Rothmere,who 
is at present visiting in Western 
Canada, who declares that the whole 
future of Canada and the’ British 
Commonwealth is bound up in the 
success or failure of the Conference 
negotiations. 

Says this noted newspaper propriet- 
or: “Should the imperial economic con- 
ference fail, its disastrous effect will 
be felt by every man, woman and child 
in the country within a month.” 


Lord Rothmere painted a picture of 
two Canadas. One showed a Canada 
with factories running to capacity, 
with farmers well off and with every 
line of industry enjoying prosperity. 
The other showed a country gradually 
sinking lower and lower in depression, 
with unemployment increasing, taxes 
mounting, and despair covering the 
land like a pall. 


Successful results at the confer- 
ence would produce the first picture, 
he believed—no results would produce 
the second. 

While England come to Canada, he 
said, with a simple direct program, 
there is a feeling that its work may 
be “hamstrung” by vested interests. 

“Representatives to the conference 
must override the wishes of vested in- 
terests if they are contrary to the suc- 
cessful outcome of the conference,” 
said Lord Rothmere. 

A few simple points will be brought 
forward for agreements, says. this 
noted newspaper magnate, and their 
settlement will depend upon the suc- 
cess or failure of the conference and 
will affect more people than have 
ever been affected before under sim- 
ilar conditions. 

Says Lord Rothmere: “With a per- 
sonal knowledge of Canadian affairs 
extending over 35 years, I maintain 
that the natural destiny of both the 
Dominion and .the United Kingdom 
Nes in closer ‘economic union. To 
Canada, as one| ‘of the’ greatest pro- 
ducers of primary commodities 
among the nations of the world, 
Britain offers) a densely mpopulaited 
market similar to that which the east- 
ern seaboard of the American Union 
provides for the great agricultural and 
mining areas of the middle and north- 
west states of the United States.” 

His suggestions for the Ottawa 
Conference are these: 

1. Wheat—Britain should put an 
impor duty of one shilling a bushel 
on all foreign wheat, with equivalent 
duty on flour. Canadian and _ other 
empire wheat and flour would come 
in free. 

2. Building Timber—Three quart- 
ers of Great Britain's annual consump- 
tion of building timber should be tak- 
en from Canada. At present, oui to- 
tal timber imports of 40,000,000 
pounds include less than 2,000,000 
pounds of Canadian lumber. The rest 
is supplied by Soviet Russia and 
Scandinavia. By purchasing 75 per 
cent of our requirements in Canada, 
we should at once confer high pros- 
pects upon both the eastern provinces 
and British Columbia. 

3. Canned Meat, Fish and Frult, 
Cheese and Butter—A 25 per cent 
duty should be imposed on all foreign 
preduce of this kind entering Britain. 
Canadian and other empire shipments 
should be admitted free. Further, I 
suggest a duty of 10 per cent on all 
foreign beef, mutton and bacon. 

Such are the principal benefits we 
can offer Canada. Against these, I 
will enumerate three practical meas- 
ures by which the government of the 
Dominion might open up new markets 
for British produce. 

1. Iron and Steel—Canada imports

However, Robert Dollar is 
esting to Canadians not 
American wealthy citizen 
came tremendously wealthy and 
famous, but as the young Scotch 
immigrant who made his start along 
the Ottawa river, and there learned 
the business that became the corner- 
stone of his success. His father was 
foreman in a lumber yard at Falkirk, 
but through addiction to drink, lost 
his job, and the family moved to 
Canada. That was 73 years ago, 
when Robert Dollar was 15. The first 
employment the boy found was in a 
New Edinburgh stave mill at a wage 
of $6 a month. For three years he 
continued at a similar job and then 
was employed by the Hamilton Bros., 
prominent lumbermen, to work in one 
of their shanties on the river. Here 
he was made chore boy to the shanty

For some years this kind of em- 
ployment continued, the young man 
eventually earning $26 a month. - At 
this time his sole ambition was to 
save enough to buy a farm. In three 
years he and his brother had _ put 
aside enough money to purchase ten 
acres, and as if to set a crown upon 
his success he was made chief cook 
of another lumber cab at the Gatin- 
edu boom. It'is casthig no reflection 
upon his gifts as chef to record that 
in those days black leg or scurvy and 
another peculiar ailment known as 
night blindness were rife among the 
lumbermen. This was because of the 
diet of salt pork, bread, dried peas 
and beans that constituted their bill 
of fare. The sybaritic lumberman who 
wanted tea was charged $1 a month 
for it, and so there were no sybaritic 
lumbermen. When Dollar was 22 
years old, he was put in charge of 
a gang of men and took the first logs 
over the Chaudiere Falls, an unpre- 
cedented feat in river driving. But in 
the course of this exploit he incident- 
ally flooded part of the Eddy match 
factory. Mr. Eddy came forth and 
expostulated in true riverman fashion 
and Dollar was able to repair the dam- 
age. Thus there began a friendship 
which lasted for life. 

In 1870 Dollar, whose 


spread all over the district, was 
hired by the old firm of Perley and 
Pattee, whose head was the father 
of Sir George Perley. He was paid 
$44 a@ month which was top for this

Just when it seemed that he 
was well on the way to prosperity 
there came a business panic which 
ruined him and left him and his 
partner $10,000 in debt. “Happy is the 
man who meets failure in his youth,” 
was an axiom he salvaged from that 
disaster. He struggled to his feet 
again, working harder than ever, and 
then saw greater opportunities in 
Michigan. Here he eventually became 
an important lumberman, and an 
American citizen. Later he moved to 
the Pacific coast and extended his op- 
erations. He went into the shipping 
business by accident. He could not 
get ships to handle his lumber and de- 
termined to own his own. Thus when 
he was past 50 years he entered upon 
the sphere of activity that was to car- 
ry his name around the world. He 
personally drummed up cargo after 
cargo for the first boats, and there- 
after took the keenest interest in ev- 
ery detail of their operations. A ship 
captain who was five minutes late in 
leaving a port was certain to have a 
radio message about it from Dollar 
next day. His title of captain was a 
courtesy one, suggestive of the re- 
spect and affection which his extra- 
ordinary talents and character won 
from all who knew him.

motto that whieh adorns the crest of 


the Prince of Wales, “Ich Dien’’—‘I 
Serve.” . 

Look through your weekly news- 
paper. and you will see that paper 
boosting for something that will make 
the community a better place in 
which to live. Take last week’s is- 
sue of The Statesman as an example. 
On the front page are stories boost- 


ing a community picnic which has for 
ideal the betterment of the fellowship 
existent between farmer:and town- 
folk. Here is a local rose grower 
boosted, our Hydro public utility 
boosted, Sunday school work boosted, 
a@ nearby municipality boosted for its 
community spirit,~ You will see the 
picture and story of a public mam 
who passed into the great beyond. His 
services to his community, the charac- 
teristics in his life which others 
might well emulate were brought out. 
|Others read these stories. They too 
get an enthusiasm for the community 
work we are trying to do, and they 
see in the good qualities of the man 
who has passed on something with 
which they can enrich their own 
lives. 

Yes, there is no doubt that the 
weekly newspaper is a vibrant and 
vital force in the community. With 
the loss of the weekly newspaper the 
community loses its individualism, yes 
its very heart. The community loses 
its best booster, its appeal, its very 
life blood, when its newspaper, 
through lack of support or for any oth- 
er reason, is forced to cease publica- 
tion. Ontario, and indeed Canada, 
cannot afford to neglect or lose the 
weekly press. The whole nation 
would be poorer without it and the 
smaller cmmunities would lose that 
force which brings to it the ambition 
which has made great cities, or even 
the ambition that has brought forth 
from its sons men who have graced 
the greatest offices in the country.— 
Canadian Statesman. 


CHURCHILL WILL GOVERN 
FREIGHT RATES ON GRAIN 


Churchill, Man., July 15—Churchill 
will eventually govern freight rates 
on export grain from the west, accord- 
ing to northern shipping men. 

Shipping men believe that the 
strategic position of the port will 
have a wide influence over all other 
North American terminals. They base 
their forecast on the fact that 
Churchill is not only more accessible 
to the overseas ports, but that the 
saving in time of shipments en route, 
and consequent saving in interest on 
money tied up in cargoes, will bring 
great volumes of business here. 


For instance, it is stated that while 
16 days were occupied in taking the 
test shipments of last year across the 
ocean, the ships can make the voy- 
age easily in 12 days, if necessary. 

It is pointed out that the Dalgleish 
steamers are high grade vessels, cap- 
able of 12 knots per hour. Wheat 
could be started from prairie points 
and delivered in the European ports 
in three weeks. 

This gives Churchill a decided ad- 
vantage’ over Vancouver, where grain 
is delivered to ships, which must of 
necessity take as many as six weeks 
to deliver grain over the longer route. 

Speaking of reports from Ottawa 
to the effect that special compass- 
es, costing $5,000, would have to be 
installed in ships entering this port, 
seaboard men here declare that the] 
modern ships already are equipped 
with necessary instruments. They 
also point out that no pilots are 
necessary to bring ships in here. 
There is deep water all the way. 
Ships have radio protection and steam 
into Churchill in safety to find a deep 
water pier and safe anchorage. 

Who gets the benefit of the saving 
in freight rates by shipping wheat 
via Churchill? 

That was the question asked by the 
Prince Albert board of trade. It was 
shown that the rate from Prince Ai- 
bert to Churchill was 20 cents per 
hundred pounds, as against 23 cents 
per 100 pounds from Prince Albert to 
Fort William. 

It is said here that in the case 
of the sale by the pool to the Con- 
tinental Grain Company, the pool 
farmer receives the benefit, since the 
grain is sold on delivery here. The 
farmer is said to receive the market 
price at the country elevator, through 
the pool, which in turn ships_ it to 
Churchill, where it is ‘bought “in 
storage’ by the grain company. 

It is pointed out that the grain 
company has nothing to do with that 
saving since they bid on wheat “in 
Churchill.” It does not matter to 
them how it gets there, or what it 
costs. 

The railways do not get the saving. 
In fact they do not receive as much 
revenue as they would if Churchill 
port were not open, and they got the 
longer haul to the lake head. 

On the other hand the Saskatch- 
ewan pool, with five terminals at Fort 
William, where handling charges are 
collected, profits by no _ handling 
charges in this government elevator 
in Churchill. In order to encourage 
shipments, the government took off 
the handling charges on ‘all shipments 
until after the end of August this 
year. The charges are approximately 
one and a quarter cents per bushel. 

There is a saving on freight rates 
of one to three cents on the Church- 
ill route, according to the locations of 
the northern prairie towns shipping 
export wheat.

On Monday, July 11th, a large crowd 
turned out to hear an address by our 
representative, H. J. Montgomery, 
M.L.A. The meeting was held in the 
schoolhouse, under the chairmanship 
of Mr. Aug. Johnson. 

After dealing with some of the 
problems facing the Pre ‘incial gov- 
ernment, the speaker dealt with the 
Public Debt of Alberta, which amount- 
ed to $135,000,000 on March 31st last, 
an increase of $17,000,000 in one year. 
He stated that in his opinion no fur- 
ther increase should be made in the 
Public Debt, as it was as high now as 
the people of the Province could stand, 
taking 40 cents out of every $1.00 re- 
ceived by the Government to pay in- 
terest and debt charges. The Prov-. 
ince recently had to pay 6% per cent 
interest on a twenty year loan, and 
no Province could afford to pay such 
a high interest rate. In addition to 
the Public Debt above mentioned, the 
Province was bound to lose several 
million dollars on its guarantees, and 
it was time all government guaran- 
tees were discontinued.

Objection was taken to a change in 
the School Act which permitted  al- 
most everyone, whether property own- 
ers or not to vote. Only those paying 
taxes should be allowed a voice in 
local school affairs and should be 
eligible for trustees. A request was 
also made that sufficient land be re 
served at Pigeon Lake for parking 
purposes, so that farmers and others 
would have some place to go when 
visiting the Lake and not trespass on 
private property.

Born in slavery and held in that, 
cruel system's bondage, traded like | 
cattle are sold and iought, and driven | 
to labor without pay for the benefit of 
hard taskmasters until she was 
twenty years old, is only part of the 
story of Mrs. Annie Thompson, color’) 
ed woman, of Edmonton, and a form- 
er resident of Ponoka. 


Mrs. Thompson's age is undeter- 
minable, but she thinks she is 90 
years old. Her thick, black hair is | 
heavily streaked with white and, 
while she is stout and comparatively 
active, she evidently carries the bur- 
den of many years on her shoulders. 
But the tragedies, labors and hard- 
ships of the past have left her cheer- 
ful and hopeful despite their bitter- 
ness. 

Speaking to a Journal reporter 
about her slave-day experiences she, 
said she remembered as a small child 
seeing her mother sold to a new mas- 
ter and then she was left by the sep- 
aration among strangers. Those of her 
own people were kind to her, but they | 
had their own troubles and. suffer-! 
ings to bear and there was little but: 
sadness in life much of the time. | 


The system of slavery that prevail- | 
ed in Missouri and Kentucky, where! 
she was raised made no provision for" 
the education of the colored slaves, 
and she never learned to read or 
write. She knew nothing but work as 
a child and young girl. | 

Mrs. Thompson remembers none of ; 
her own people. They passed out of! 
her life as the result of the separa- 
tions and cruelty of the system under 
which she was reared. When she was 
20 years of age, the tidings of liberty 
for the slaves of the south reached 
the place where she was laboring in 
the fields, digging and hoeing at toil 
that properly belonged to beasts. The 
civil war was ended and Lincoln's 
protlamation of the abolition of slav- 
ery brought a new experience’ into 
her life as well as the lives of her 
people. 

The memory of that stirring time is 
fresh in her mind yet and she speaks 


with enthusiasm and with ‘a bright 
light in her eyes of the rejoicings and 
the happiness of her race at that 
time. She was working for a slave 
owner in Kentucky then and soon 
found her own life and happiness away 
{from the drudgery and hardship that 
had been her lot. She married soon 
after that and went to live in North 
Dakota with her husband. 

She had seven children, four of 
them are dead and three still live in 
North Dakota and other parts of the 
States. 

Mrs. Thompson came to Canada 
about 30 years ago, though she is not 


exact in her dates, and does not re- 
member just the year. Her husband 
was frozen to death 10 miles east of 
Ponoka, where they lived, in the 
bitter cold winter of 1906-7, and Mrs. 
Thompson came to Edmonton, where 
she is weing cared for by friends, 
eight years ago. 

When asked what sort of treatment 
the slaves were given in the old slav- 
ery days down south, Mrs. Thompson 
shrugged her shoulders and _= said, 
“Some of the treatment isn’t fit to be 
told about.” 

“Were you beaten much?” 
quisitor asked. 

“Yes, beaten and everything else,” 
she replied. 

“Were any of 
kindly?” 

“Yes, some of them were, but most 
of them suffered untold hardships and 
cruelty, especially the girls.” 

Pressed for more details of her ex- 
periences, Mrs. Thompson simply 
shrugged her shoulders and said with 
a wan smile, “I doesn’t like talking 
about them days.” 

But slave days are long past and 
the old colored woman is living in the 
quietude of her eventide at peace 
with the world and happy.

It was easy for the caveman—if he 
could run faster than his bride-to-be; 
but marriage quickly lost this stark 
simplicity and gradually accumulated 
a vast tradition. The bride and 
groom of today are surrounded by cus- 
toms which fashion has decreed as es- 
sential although their significance has 
long been forgotten. 
The word “wedding” is derived 
from the Anglo-Saxon word “wed,” 
which was a pledge of money, horses 
or cattle which the groom gave to his 
bride’s father as a pledge to prove his 
purchase of her later.

This symbolized the 
wish that the union would prove 
fruitful and that the bride and 


groom would have an abundance 
of happiness. 

The “best man” is

gifts of jewellry presented to the 
groomsmen by the bridegroom were, 
in all probability, the bribes he gave 
his friends for their assistance. 

Among the various ancient people 
it was customary to keep the (bride 
hidden from her future husband until 
the day of the wedding. In Egypt the 
groom was not permitted to see the 

face of his wife until the marriage 
day. On this occasion he went through 
the solemn and anxious ceremony of 
uncovering her face. The same cus- 
tom prevailed among the Arabs and 
Hindus. Among the Bedouins the 
bride is completely hidden under a 
canopy carried by several girls. 
Among some early peoples the veil was 
placed away after the marriage and 
taken out again only when the woman 
was to be buried. 

Tle Egyptians were the first to 
use the wedding rings in making 
marriage Vows. They represented 
eternity in their picture writing 
by a circle and it is probable that 
their marriage ring symbolized the 
union of two souls forever. 

The more likely origin of the 
wedding ring was the bracelet that 
was placed upon a captive woman 
in primitive times to indicate that 
she was the property of one man 
of the tribe. 

The Greeks believed that a vein 
of blood passed directly’ from the 
fourth finger of the left hand to 
the heart and therefore may have 
begun the custom of wearing the 
wedding ring on that finger. At 
the time of George I. the ring was 
placed on the proper finger at the 
time of marriage hut later was 
removed by the fashionable bride 
and worn upon her thumb. 

Wedding rings in early times 
were fashioned to suit the means, 
rather than the tastes, of lovers. 
Besides, the various metals, such 
as gold, silver, iron, steel and 
brass, wedding rings have been made 
of rush, leather and wood. A writer 
of the early 17th century says, “How- 
beit, it skilleth not at this date what 
metal the ringe be.” And in the 18th 
century, persons are _ said to have 
carried a supply of brass curtain rings 
with them—to be ready for an emerg- 
ency. 

The throwing of the bridal bouquet 
originated in the quaint old custom 
of scrambling for the wride’s garter. 
In France, during the early 14th cen- 
tury it was considered very lucky to 
win the bride’s garter and everyone 
rushed for it at the conclusion of the 
service. Bride’s wisely left one garter 
dangling where it could be easily 
reached but nevertheless they were 
sometimes hurt in the scuffle. 

In time this dangerous frolic was 
stopped but, to continue the tradition, 
the bride drew off one stocking and 
threw it to the crowd. But since 
stockings are not easily and quickly 
removed, some bride solved the prob- 
lem for future generations by mere 
ly throwing her bouquet.
